He Doe» Not H ate A ll Englishm en, Chatj 
gom e of Them. 
Bryant Liudleym* t a Boer and askod 
the Way. 
He received a surly answer 
which amounted to “ Go to the devil!” 
Upon tlfiis he protested angrily, aud the 
Boer rejoined in equal bad humor. 
At 
length the Boer aliouted, “ W hat’s your 
name anyway7” and when he beard it 
his manner altered at onoe^ nMd he ex 
claimed, “ What, uad are you the son of 
the great American missionary Daniel 
Lindfiy?” My friend glaiHy pleaded 
guilty * to this charge, and the surly 
Boer became at onco the most hospitable 
friend and begged forgiveness for hi« 
rudeness. As they rode together toward 
the road which my friend was seeking 
tho Boer recounted with grateful satis­ 
faction the many good deeds performed 
by the elder Lintlley, but of them all 
the best to him was that represented by 
a sound thrashing he bad once received 
at the hands o f this venerable mission­ 
ary. For it appeared that this particular 
Boer in bis youth had beeu sent to a 
school taught by Lindley; that the 
Dutchman was noted for his size and 
strength and had bragged of his capac­ 
ity to down the teacher, aud had actu­ 
ally sought the opportunity by refusing 
obodienoe. But be soon learned tbat he 
bad made a gross mistake, for this par­ 
ticular missionary was als«rv a notedmtb- 
lete and gave him such a hiding w ith a 
bullock whip that the young giant roar­ 
ed for mercy U fore the whole school.

Boers loved the older Limlloy, and this 
particular Boer venerated’ his memory.

thanks to him .” 
My friend cheerfully promised tc 
grant the request, puzzling his head as 
to what was going to be required of 
him. 
The Boer was mounted upon an 
excellent horse, which he prized be­ 
yond anything ho owned. He dismount­ 
ed, put the reins in Liudloy’s hand aud 
then ran away into the black forest as 
though the devil were after him. Here 
was no Indian giving. This Boer had 
put it out of the power of the American 
to discdver the namo or whereabouts of 
the strange giver.

There was trouble and to spare one 
day last week in a b lek yard on Brook­ 
lyn Heights. The cause of it was an in­ 
nocent cockatoo which had flown away 
from homo and found its way to the 
top of a tree near State street, between 
Henry street and Garden place.

The first

They 
took places on all sides of the cockatoo 
and began a chattering which soon at­ 
tracted attention from all the neighbor 
jUp windows. ri hey hopped about from 
branch to branch, but never approach 
cd nearer than a yard to the puzzled 
stranger. For a time the cockatoo view 
cd the conclave about him with sereni­ 
ty, but the strain became too much for 
him, and finally found expression iu a 
series of the roost penetrating screeches, 
accompanied by the elevation of his 
light green pinnae, which had previous­ 
ly been partly concealed in his fluffy, 
snow white feathers, 
'ibis demonstra­ 
tion added threefold to the wonderment 
and fright if the sparrows and in 
creased the volume of their chattering 
in like proportion. 
But the unwelcome foreigner soon 
found that the chatteripg was harm­ 
less, and that the saucy sparrows luck­ 
ed the courage to make an attack, bind­ 
ing himself surrounded on all sides by 
the little nuisances, he gradually work­ 
ed his way through one side of the cli 
Cle and out on the cud of a bran* h, 
where he perched contentedly and view 
ed his tormentors with the calmest in 
difference. 
Having found that the in 
(ruder would neither take nor give of­ 
fense, tho sparrows one by one fie’ .' 
away, leaving the cockatoo to take a 
nap in peace and quiet. 
Meanwhile the cat colony of the back 
yards had been aroused by the unusual 
activity of tho feathered 
tribe, aud 
there liad hem a gradual concentration 
of the feline forces near the base of the 
tree which formed the cockatoo's pere! 
This meant a cat fight as sure as preach 
ing, and it was not long before the bos 
tilities broke out. 
Then the dogs had 
their turn, and the cats disappeared, 
but to the last the cockatoo sat unruffled 
in his feathers in the tree top.—New 
York Bun.

dies not in la premiere jeunesse very 
generally wore wigs. 
The princesses 
had their heads shaved and wore wigs 
ready dressed 
and decorated for the 
evening to save time for the toilet. 
Widows almost always shaved their 
heads. 
Lady Murray says I ic r mother’s 
beautiful hair was cut off for her deep 
mourning, aud she never wore ani thing 
but a wig in after years. 
At 
Windsor castle in those days 
luncheon w et not, as it is now, a gen­ 
eral meal. 
Each lady had a chicken, a 
plate of fruit aud a bottle of king s cup 
(the peel of a lemon put to soak for 
some hours in cold water aud then 
sweetened with sugar) brought to her 
room every day. 
Those were the days 
for servants’ perquisites, 
On all the 
highest saints’ days a tinsel cross of 
divers colors was plaoed on the tables 
of the ladies or sent to their residences, 
and a guinea was understood to be due 
in return. 
A bottle of wino every two 
days and unnecessary wax caudles were 
the perquisites of the ladies’ maids. 
Caudles were extinguished as soon as 
lit, to be carried off by servants. Pages 
were seen marching out before tho royal 
fam ily with a bottle of wino sticking 
out of each pocket, and the state page 
called regularly upon each person who 
attended tho drawing rooms, with his 
book, to receive the accustomed gra­ 
tuity. 
The ladies in waiting then wore 
the Windsor uniform, which is at pres­ 
ent confined to tho geutlem m attend­ 
ants. 
It was a bine cloth habit, not 
long, as worn for riding, but the length 
of a gown, with buttons haviug a stiir
